f    BRtEF  HISTORY,   ep^ 

UNDER  THE  LEADERSHIP   OF    DR.  JEREMIAH  CHAMBERLAIN. 

14  Oakland  College/'  was  founded  in  the  interests  of  the  Southern 
Presbyterians  in  1828. 

The  grounds  and  buildings  were  sold  in  1871  when  the  State  became 
the  purchaser  and  dedicated  the  same  under  the  name  of  "  Alcorn  Uni- 
versity "  to  the  higher  education  of  her  colored  youth  to  offset  the  Missis- 
sippi University  at  Oxford,  for  her  white  youth. 

In  1878,  the  Legislature  reorganized  the  school  under  the  name, 
"  Alcorn  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College,"  the  better  to  comply 
with  the  Act  of  Congress  of  July,  1862,  a  part  of  which  is  here  given. 

General  United  States  No.    1,  Act  in  Relation  to    Agricultural 

Colleges. 
(U.  S.  Statutes,  Vol.  12,  Chap.  130,  p.  503). 
Be  t  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Unitod 
Stats  of  America  in  Congress  assembled:  That  there  be  granted  to  the 
several  States,  for  the  purpose  hereinafter  mentioned,  an  amount  of  pub- 
lic land,  to  be  apportioned  to  each  State  a  quantity  equal  to  thirty  thou, 
sand  acres  for  each  Senatir  and  Representative  in  Congress  to  which  the 
States  are  respectively  entitled  by  ihe  apportionment  under  the  census 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty.        *         *        * 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  :  That  the  land  aforesaid,  after 
being  surveyed,  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  several  States  in  sections  or 
sub-divisions  of  sections,  not  less  than  one-quarter  of  a  section  ; 
said  scrip  to  be  sold  by  said  States  and  the  proceeds  thereof  applied  to 
the  uses  and  purposes  prescribed  in  this  act,  and  for  no  other  use  or  pur- 
pose whatsoever.        *        w         f 

Sec.  4.  Aud  be  it  furthed  enacted  :  That  all  moneys  derived  from 
the  sale  of  the  lauds  aforesaid,  by  the  States  to  which  the  lauds  are  ap- 
portioned, and  from  the  sales  of  laud  and  scrip  hereinbefore  provided 
for,  shall  be  invested  in  stocks  of  the  United  Stales,  or  of  the  States,  or 
some  other  safe  stocks,  yielding  not  less  than  five  per  centum 
upon  the  par  value  of  said  stocks ;  and  that  the  moneys  to  invested 
shall  constitute  a  perpetual  fund,  the  capital  of  which  shall  remain  lor- 
ever  undiminished  (except  so  far  as  may  be  provided  in  section  fifth  in 
this  act),  and  the  interest  of  which  shall  be  inviolably  appropriates  by 
each  State  which  may  take  and  claim  the  benefit  * f  this  act,  to  the 
en-dowment,  support  and  maintenance  of  at  least  one  college  where  the 
leading  object  shall  be,  without  excluding  other  scientific  and  classical 
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studies,  and  including  military  tactics;  to  teach  such  branches  of  learning 
as  are  related  to  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,  *  *  *  in  order 
to  promote  the  liberal  and  practical  education  of  the  industrial  classes  in 
the  several  pursuits  and  professions  of  life." 

The  Agricultural  Land  Scrip  Fand,  donated  by  the  United  States 
Government  to  this  State  ;  had,  by  judicious  management,  increased  to 
$227,150,  when  the  Legislature,  in  1878,  divided  it  equally  between  the 
Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College  at  Starkville,  and  this  College,  giv- 
ing to  each  $113,575,  the  interest  on  which  is  $5,678.75  per  annum. 

All  necessary  expenses  over  and  above  that  amount  are  provided  for 
by  legislative  appropriations. 

For  the  last  six  or  more  years  the  annual  support  fund  of  the  College 
has  been  derived  as  follows  :

in  view  of  the  constantly  increasing  attendance,  it  had  been  hoped 
thai  the  Legislature  of  1888  would  grant  additional  appropriations,  that 
the  teaching  force  might  be  enlarged  and  Belle  Lettre  Hall  fitted  up  as  a 
dormitory.  In  the  lace  of  the  reduction  made,  it  is  a  struggle  to  survive, 
and   1  cnce,  enlargement  or  additions  of  any  kind  are  out  of  the  question. 

Although  students  were  kept  from  entering  for  about  six  weeks  during 
the  early  part  of  last  fall  b  v  the  rigid  quarantine  prevailing  because  of 
supposed  yellow  fever  at  Jackson,  December  found  the  dormitory  rooms 
;  early  all  full. 

During  January,  Eebruary  and  March,  many  young  men  writing  to 
know  if  they  might  onter  had  to  be  told  that  every  available  room  was 
occupied  and  no  more  could  be  received  until  some  should  have  to 
leave  school  to  farm  or  to  teach. 

During  a  part  of  last  year  the  dormitories  were  so  crowded  that  when 
some  of  the  students  fell  sick  their  well  fellow  students  could  not  be  moved 
out  of  the  room.  Such  over  crowding  is  very  undesirable  owing  to  its 
1>;i<1  effect  upon  the  general  health  of  the  school. 

Hence,  those  who  expect  to  attend  next  eession,  will  do  well  to  enter 
before  November,  or  desiring  to  come  later  than  that,  to  first  write  to 
know  if  they  can  be  accommodated. 
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SITUATION. 

It  is  situated  in  Claiborne  county,  four  and  one-half  miles  northeast 
from  Rodney  and  the  Mississippi  river.  The  location  is  high  and 
healthful,  and  the  surroundings  agreeable  and  attractive  in  an  eminent 
degree.  Oakland  College  was  the  oldest  academic  institution  in  the 
State,  and  for  more  than  thirty  years  a  splendid  seat  of  learning. 

Even  now  many  of  the  most  active  County  Superintendents  of  Edu- 
cation and  earnest  friends  of  morality  and  progress  in  the  State  are  former 
Oakland  students. 

The  refining  influences  still  pervade  the  country  surrounding  the 
College,  and  exercise  their  silent,  but  potent  -nfluence  for  good.  The 
campus  is  a  beautiful  oak  grove,  gently  undulating  and  finely  carpeted 
with  a  rich  turf  of  perennial  green,  while  the  majestic  old  trees  are  so 
splendidly  festooned  by  the  gracefully  flowing  gray  moss  as  to  materially 
help  render  the  whole  a  picture  of  rare  landscape  beauty. 

It  is  far  removed  from  the  contaminating  influence  of  town  or  city 
life.  There  are  no  haunts  of  dissipatio  n  to  lead  the  unwary  astray;  but 
in  the  country,  in  the  midst  of  a  moral  and  highly  cultivated  community, 
the  student,  during  the  whole  period  of  his  intellectual  training,  is  con- 
tinually surrounded  by  those  influences  which  tend  to  develop  his  moral 
character. 

APPROACHES. 

Until  the  fall  of  1882,  the  only  approach  to  the  College  was  by  Rod- 
ney, via  the  Mississippi  River.  Now  students  may  come  via  the  Nachez 
Jackson  &  Columbus  Railroad  to  Red  Lick,  Jefferson  county,  thence  to 
the  College,  about  twelve  miles;  or  they  can  come  via  Louisville,  New 
Orleans  and  Texas  Railroad  to  Hayes  City  or  Station,  Jefferson  county, 
and  thence  about  eight  or  nine  miles  to  the  College.  We  advise  all  students 
to  come  to  Hayes  Station,  as  it  is  nearer  to  the  College.  The  ambulance 
will  not  hereafter  go  to  Red  Lick. 

GROUNDS. 

The  grounds,  comprising  something  less  than  300  acres,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  a  small  portion  not  under  fence,  are  about  thus  divided  :  70 
acres  in  the  campus,  125  under  cultivation,  and  the  rest  providing  a  fine 
pasture. 

FARM  PRODUCTIONS. 

The  farm  has  during  the  ^ast  four  years  yielded  good  crops  of  corn, 
peas,  pumpkins,  Voth  kinds  of  potatoes,  turnips,  etc.,  thus  materially  aid- 
ing in  furnishing  good  board  to  students  at  so  low  a  figure,  and  the  pros- 
pects now  are  for  an  equally  as  fine  crop  this  year. 

In  addition  to  the  above  the  Superintendent  of  the  farm  is  experiment- 
ing with  grasses  and  other  seeds  received  from  the  Department  at 
Washington . 

APIACULTURE  OF  BEE  KEEPING. 

A  beginning  has  been  made  toward  directing  attention  fco  bee-keep- 
ing as  an  interesting  and  instructive  subject  that  may  ]be  turned  into  a 
profitable  business. 
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ROAD  BUILDING. 
Lectures  will  be  given  during  the  year  as   usual   on  the   subject   of 
road  building.     These  lectures  as   often    us  couvenient,  will  be  enforced 
by  practical  labors. 

EXPENSES. 

Tuition  is  free  to  all  Mississippi  students,  but  to  all  others  it  is  $15  a 
year  in  advance.  , 

Each  student,  on  entering,  will  be  required  to  pay  a  doctor's  fee  of 
$2,    whic  h  will  entitle  him  to  medical  attention  during  the  school  year. 

Board  may  be  had  at  the  Refectory,  at  $6  50  per  month,  in  advance. 
This  includes  table-board  and  washing. 

No  deductions  in  board  hereafter  will  be  made  on  account  of  ab- 
sence for  less  than  six  consecutive  days. 

Each  student,  on  entering,  will  be  required  to  deposit  with  the  Presi- 
dent $3,  to  pay  for  any  damage  he  may  do,  by  losing  k^ys,  breaking 
glass,  or  furniture,  or  defacing  buildings,  etc.  In  case  he  is  properly 
careful,  and  commits  no  such  damage,  the  money  will  be  refunded  to  him 
at  the  end  of  the  ycer. 

Each  student  on  entering,  should  have,  at  least,  money  enough  to 
pay  his  doctor's  fee  of  $2,  deposit  his  contingent  fund  of  $3,  buy  all  neces- 
sary books,  and  pay  three  months  board 

By  working  on  the  farm  as  it  is  needed  luost  any  student  can  earn 
abou  t  a  third  of  his  expenses. 

DISCIPLINE. 

All[firearms  must  be  deposited  with  the  President  when  the  student 
enters. 

Intoxicating  drinks,  obscene  and  profane  language,  and  playing  at 
cards  and  dice,  or  other  games  of  chauce,  are  strictly  prohibited. 

Students  are  not  to  leave  the  grounds  without  permission  from  the 
President. 

Students  are  expected  to  rise  at  the  ringing  of  the  5  A.  M.  bell,  and 
retire  at  thekringing  of  the  10  P.  M.  bell ;  to  regularly  and  punctually 
attend  morning  devotions,  Wedntsday  evening  pray-meetings,  each  reci- 
tation, Sabbath  school  and  11  o'clock  A.  M.  Sunday  services,  and  to  re- 
frain from  scratching  or  marking   the  furniture  or  walls  of  the  buildings. 

Finally,  students  are  expected  to  be  gentlemanly  at  all  times  and 
under  all  circumstauces,  in  all  their  intercourse  with  each  other  or  their 
teachers. 

HOW  MONEY  AND  OTHER  PACKAGES  SHOULD  BE  SENT. 

Parents  and  others  wishing  to  send  money  to  students  should  send  it 
by  postof'fice  money  order,  bank  drafts,  or  registered  letter  to  Rodney, 
Miss. 

Never  send  silver  in  a  registered  letter  if  it  is  possible  to  get  paper 
money  instead. 

Express  packages  should  be  sent  to  Alcorn  A.  and  M.  College,  Hays, 
Jefferson  Co.,  Miss. 
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All  other  Packages  should  be  sent  to  Rodney,  Miss. 

Small  packages  should  rather  be  sent  by  mail  to  Rodney. 

It  is  believed  that  parents  will  save    money   and  their  children  will 

be  better  fitted,   if  instead  of  buying   shoes  and  clothing  at  their  homes 

and  incurring  the  additional  expense  of  sending  them  to  the  College,  they 

will  send  the  money   to  their  children,  and  let  them  buy  such  articles  in 

Rodney. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

1.  No  student  will  be  admitted  under  fifteen  years  of  age,  except  in 
the  case  of  brothers,  when  one  is  more  than  fifteen  and  the  other  not 
much  less  than  fifteen. 

2.  Students  should  not  come  while  in  poor  health. 

3.  Students  coming  from  other  Colleges  must  present  evidence  of 
an  honorable  discharge,  and  all  new  students  must  bring  credentials  of 
moral  character. 

The  Boarding  Hall  is  controlled  by  the  Faculty,  with  the  Matron  in 
immediate  charge,  the  President  as  treasurer  and  purchasing  agent,  and 
tutor,  A.  O.  Coffin,  as  secretary. 

The  President  of  the  College  earnestly  solicits  the  co-operation  of  all 
the  County  Superintendents  and  other  friends  of  education,  throughout 
the  State,  in  directing  hither  young  men  seeking  opportunities  of  higher 
instruction,  and  cordially  invites  the  correspondence  of  those  seeking 
good  teachers  for  the  free  schools  in  the  various  counties. 

A9  important  helps  in  the  educational  work  aimed  at  may  be  men. 
tioned  a  Cabinet  of  a  fair  collection  of  Geological,  Mechanical,  Historical 
and  Natural  Science  specimens,  among  which  are  some  very  rare  and  in- 
teresting ;  a  Library,  containing  some  of  the  best  books  to  be  found  in 
the  English  language,  most  of  them  purchased  within  the  last  five  years  ; 
two  Literary  Societies,  the  Alcorn  College  Lyceum,  organized  some  years 
ago,  aud  the  Literary  Gem,  organized  in  1884 ;  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  organized 
during  the  year  1885,  and  a  College  Brass  Band,  led  by  Mr.  H.  L.  Styles, 
a  student,  but  instructed  by  Prof.  J.  C.  McAdams.  A  reading  room  has 
also  been  started,  but  it  is  hoped  will  be  considerably  improved  m  coming 
years  by  the  addition  of  a  greater  number  and  variety  of  papers  and  peri- 
odicals, especially  those  published  in  the  State.

The  College  has  not  a  very  large  collection  of  books,  but  the  Library 
contains  more  than  a  thousand    of  the   most  select  books  in   the  English 
language.     Any  person    may    find   in   it   something  to  read  on  most  any 
subject  and  that  by  the  best  authors. 

ROOM,  FURNITURE,  ETC. 

The  College  does  not  now  furnish  any  bedding,  bedsteads,  mattrasses, 
tables  or  chairs,  but  all  these  thiugs  except  the  first,  may  be  had  by  stu- 
dents for  a  sm  ill  rental,  not  exceeding  fifty  cents  per  year,  if  he  break 
or  damage  nothing. 

Dormitory  rooms,  and  for  the  present,  firewood,  are  furnished  to  stu- 
dents free  of  charge. 

Each  two  students  occupying  the  same  room,  must  have  a  change  of 
pillowslips,  three  sheets,  and  each  room  must  have  a  bowl  and  pitcher, 
broom,  bucket,  towels  and  a  lamp  and  chimney,  and  each  one  should 
bring  his  pillows,  pillowslips,  sheets  and  other  bedding  with  him. 

It  is  also  very  much  desired  that  each  student  shall  possess  himself  of  a 
Bible  and  Dictionary,  for,  in  our  opinion,  a  blacksmith  might  as  well  un- 
dertake weld  iron  without  a  hammer  or  a  bellows;  a  carperter  might  as 
well  try  to  build  houses  without  a  saw  or  hatchet,  or  a  farmer  might  as 
well  endeavor  to  raise  corn  and  cotton  without  plows  or  hoes,  as  for  a 
student  to  undertake  to  get  a  well  rounded  education  without  a  Diction- 
ary and  Bible. 
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
